The order, effective at midnight 
tonight, was issued to conserve ma- 
terials for armaments. 
44 Types Forbidden 


» Covered bv the ban are theaters 
of all kinds, amusement parks, 
race tracks, golf courses, 
night 


clubs, skating rinks and summer 
camps. In all, there are 44 for- 
bidden types of structures. 
The NPA administrator, William 
H. Harrison, said in a statement 
accompanying his action that the 
barred construction "is of a type 
•which does not further the de- 
fense effort, either directly or nl- 
dlrectly, and does not increase the 
nation's productive capacity." 


Persons who start other build- 


Ings which do not further the de- 
fense drive—even though not on 
the prohibited list—run the risk of 
being barred from completion of 
the building, Harrison said. 


May Halt Project* 


Such construction begun after 
midnight, 
may be halted 
''even 


though its commencement at the 
present time is not .forbidden by 
this order," the production chief 
specified. 


The order applies 
to 
federal, 
state and city recreational pro- 
jects as well as private buildings.

Nation's Retail Sales Severely Hit 
By Credit-Tightening Regulations 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26—(ff)—The 


government's credit-tightening blow 
against inflation has severely jolt- 
ed retail sales around the country. 


A nationwide spot-check by the 


Associated Press disclosed today'a 
highly variegated impact on sales 
resulting from stiffer Installment 
buying terms imposed last week 
•by the Federal Reserve 
board 


Heavy Buying Cut 


One main fact stands out—peo- 
ple have cut back their heavy buy- 
ing because they haven't got the 
ready cash for higher payments 
or because their incomes are too 
low to meet the new stepped-up 
monthlv payment terms. 
That is exactly what the federal 


reserve aimed at with its new reg- 
ulations Oct. 16, which tightened 
up the previous controls of Sept. 
18 requiring heavier 
down pay- 


ments and a shorter time to pay. 


After less thSn two weeks of 


operating under the new controls 
however, the picture is far from 
uniform. Most heavily involved in 
sales 
declines 
are 
automobiles, 


home appliances, 
television sets 
and furniture. 


Situation Complicated 


And the situation is complicated 


by such things as war scare buy- 
ing, 
automobile model changeov- 
ers, color television uncertainties, 


war shortages, and just plain cus- 
tomer confusion. 
For instance, television set sales 


in New York are reported to be 
on the skids with some merchants 
cutting prices to encourage cus- 
tomers, while on the west coast 
in San Francisco buyers are rush- 
ing to beat the Nov. 1 federal 10 
per cent excise tax. 


Department store sales reported 


by the Federal Reserve Board show 
some key- cities little affected by 
credit controls on total sales, but 
home 
appliances 
and 
furniture 
sales dropped by varying amounts. 
Hardest' hit, all agree, are stores 


specializing In credit sales on low 
or no down payment and a long 
time to pay. They had 
to raise 


their requirements, and their par- 
ticular type of customer was simp- 
ly priced out of the market. 
At the time the first crellt reg- 


ulations were put Into effect Sept. 
18, one group of merchants said 
government terms were less strict 
than their own. They were threat- 
ened with a loss of business to 
stores offering easier terms. They 
didn't like It. Now that terms are 
higher, they are satisfied, but the 
easy payment stores are complain- 
ing.

tf it passes, Massachusetts would 
be the only state in the Union 
with an official state lottery. 
Backed By Society. 


The initiative—filed under 
a 
constitutional 
provision 
which 


gives the people the right to ini- 
tiate laws—was sponsored by the 
Massachusetts 
Society 
for 
Old 
Age Pensions. 


The society has a second inita- 
tlve on the same Nov. 7 ballot— 
to fix minimum OAA payments 
at $75 a month, to make aliens 
eligible, and 
to relieve children 


of legal responsibility to support 


their parents. 
It also would re- 


duce the eligible age from 65 to 
63. 


If the lottery law passes—and 


only a handful of the dozens of 
initiatives which have been voted 
on In the last 30 years have been 
defeated—the state will be reach- 
ing hack more than 100 years. 
It was in 1811 that the last 


public lottery was authorized—to 
raise $16,000 for public improve- 
ments in the town of Plymouth. 
That lottery ran nine years. 
It paid out $886,439.75 in prizes. 
And it raised $9,876.17 for the 
improvements.

This first arrival of United Nations forces at the sensitive frontier 


came amid conflicting reports whether American and other non-Korean 
troops would go so far north and whether the Chinese Reds were giv- 
ing any open support to the North Korean Communists.

India Proposes 
Nations Specify

India proposed today that all 60 
members of the United 
Nations 


specify by next March how much 
and on what basis they are willing 
to reduce their armaments 
and 


contribute to an International peace 
fund. 


The resolution, circulated among 
delegates in the General Assem- 
bly's political committee, was an 
outgrowth of President Truman's 
call Tuesday for a foolproof dis- 
armament system. 


Would Use Savings. 


The UN peace fund which the 


Indians proposed could be financed 
by what the nations saved from 
an arms cut. The fund, wpuld"be 
used to combat Hunger arid disease 
and raise the standard of living In 
under-developed areas. 


This portion of the resolution 


also harked 
back 
to Truman's 


speech at the United Nations' fifth 
birthday party. 


He pointed out then that the 


burden of maintaining vast arma- 
ments to guard against aggres- 
sion is holding .back plans for In- 
ternational reconstruction and Im- 
provement. 
Truman emphasized 


however, that the free world had 
no other choice until the fear of 
aggressions was removed. 


Bed Flan Attacked. 


Before the Indian proposal reach- 


ed the delegates, British Minister of 
State Kenneth Younger attacked 
the sincerity of a Soviet "peace" 
resolution. 
Younger charged that 
Russia had thrown away the good 
will of the rest of the world and 
has turned her back "on 100 years 
of International 
and aspiration." Socialist thought 


He told the political committee 


the Soviet resolution was lop-sid- 
ed and full of half truths and evas- 
ions and was designed to enable 
Moscow.to derive a propaganda ad- 
vantage from the debate in the 
United Nations. 


However, President Truman told 
a Washington news conference It' 
was his understanding that 
only 


South 
Korean Republican troops 


would occupy the northern frontier 
of Korea. 
lied China Reports Doubted 
The U. S. Eighth Army spokes- 


man meanwhile threw cold water 
on Korean Republican reports of 
Chinese Communist participation 
In the Korean conflict. 


The spokesman said "there is no 


evidence of overt or open support 
of North Korea by 
the 
Chinese 


Communist army." A Korean Re- 
publican spokesman had quoted 
two 
Chinese prisoners as saying 


three Chinese Red battalions were 
fighting against the South Koreans 
near Onjong, 50 miles inside Ko- 
rea. 


The Eighth Army 
spokesman 


said these prisoners were in North 
Korean uniform. 
The prisoners' 


reputed statements were that the 
Chinese Reds were attacking and 
20,000 of them had entered Korea 
from Manchuria.

The fall is the time to plan for 


year-round flowering bulbs. Pre- 
paration of the soil is the first job, 
and Miss Hatfield says as a gen- 
era! rule any soil tht will grow 
vegetbles we is suitabe for grow- 
ing bulbs. 


If bulbs and bulbllKe roots were 


planted last year, blooms can be 
expected in earlv fall from cannas, 
criniums, rain lilies, zephv lilies, 
Guernsey lilies and dahlias. Nar- 
cJsus bulbs and Mado-.na lilies will 
bloom, as well as gladioli if they 
were planted in midsummer. And 
house bulbs will begin to flower 
in the, colder nart of the state. 


Miss Hatfletd says that October 


la reallv the biggest bulb-planting 
month. Plant hyacinths, lilies, nar- 
cissus, iris, daffodils and montbret- 
IH during October, and anv other 
bulbs that were forgotten in Sep- 
tember. 


November is a good month for 


planting tulips. Tulips do better 
in the colder part of the state, and 
so-called ladv 'tuips and wild tu- 
lips are used in the southern part 
of the state. If daffodils and nar- 
cissus were neglected in October, 
they mav be planted in November. 
Plant Dutch iris in November or 
December. Miss Hatfield says that 
manv people nrefer to plant tu- 
Hps In December. 


In the southern part of the state 


iris begin to bloom In December 
and January. The narcissus Is of- 
ten In full bloom 
during 
these 


months. 
Miss 
Hatfield 
suggests 


planting gladioli every 
two 
or 


three weeks beginning in Janu- 
ary or February. She points out 
that January and Februrav- are 
good months to fertilize bulbs. 


In the warmer part of the state 


daffodils and iris mav be expected 
to continue to bloom during Feb- 
ruary, and 
hyacinths, 
narcissus 


and some of the lilies may also be- 
gin to flower. 


Quite a displav of flowering from

In our reheai'sals of rea- 


sons why life in Communist 
Russia must be very undesir- 
able, there are some points 
on which we have laid heavy 
and repeated emphasis. One 
of these is the Iron Curtain, 
the tight fence of seclusion 
Russia has erected 
around 


itself and its satellites. Only 
the most trusted Russians are 
allowed to pass out through 
this fence, only carefully 
screened foreigners are al- 
lowed to enter. Our conclu- 
sion is that Russian'leaders 
must be very much afraid of 
contact with the rest of the 
world. Another point has 
been the lack of individual 
security with respect to the 
government and police. The 
individual must toe the mark 
or be black-listed, in which 
case it becomes very diffi- 
cult for him to exist; fair 
hearings and trials presum- 
ably are almost unknown. 


Are we in American now 


following such examples as 
these? The new Communist 
control law, placed in force, 
immediately had the effect 
of causing such a stoppage 
of aliens enteriing the Unit- 
ed States, for all manner of 
reasons, that the State De- 
partment suspended all en- 
try permits until scree aing 
systems could be worked out. 
The Department said a care- 
ful study of the law must 
be made, but'it guessed that 
in addition to excluding Com- 
munists it 
also excludes 


about nine-tenths of German 
and Italians. It may be found 
to apply to many 
other 


groups. In fact, we may find 
ourselves behind some kind 
of curtain of our own. An- 
other law to deal with Com- 
munism came in for sharp 
attack in the Supreme Court 
recently. This is the act un- 
der which the heads of a 
number of government agen- 
cies may dismiss any 
em- 


playee summarily and with- 
out cause, if disloyalty is sus- 
pected. This is notvexactly a 
black-listing, but it is a near 
approach, and it descends on 
the individual with no trial, 
with a hearing at which 
neither 
evidence, 
accusa- 


tions nor even identity of ac- 
cusers is revealed. 


In what direction is Ameri- 


ca being led by laws such as 
these?

Attitude of the French peo-

extent by figures recently 
published by their social se- 
curity services.. 


The number of people in 


the active w o r k i n g age 
bracket is small compared 
to the number of those who 
are a burden on the econ- 
omy. Not only is there a 
large proportion of aged de- 
pendents, but owing fo the 
increased birth rate since 
the war there are also more 
children to be supported. 
The results of two wars and 
an unstable currency are 
shown in the large number 
of aged people who are liv- 
ing in distressing poverty. 


The first thing these peo- 


ple ask is a chance to recu- 
perate from their accumulat- 
ed misfortunes. It need ex- 
cite no great wonder that 
they may take a dim view of 


efforts to stir them into ac- 
tive co-operation with world 
movements. France is a tired 
nation. 
Yet even the. most 


tired must sometimes goad 
themselves to another effort 
in the midst of their weari- 
ness, to secure the gains al- 
most but not quite won. The 
tide must be taken when it 
serves.

CROATOAN MYSTERY 


One of America's unsolv- 


ed historical mysteries is to 
be commemorated by the 
restoration of its site. 
For 


two years J. C. Harrington 
of the National Park Service 
has been digging in Roanoke 
Island, North Carolina, to de- 
termine the location of the 
fort built by the English in 
1585. Two years later a oni- 
ony under Capt. John White 
was left temporarily on the 
island, and used the fort. 
The idea was that they 
would be picked up in a few 
days. Actually it was four 
years before the relief ex- 
pedititon came. By that time 
no.settlers were 
left. The 


only clue was a word "Croa- 
toan" carved on a tree. Pre- 
sumably that meant the 
neighboring 
Croatoan Is- 


land, but no trace of the col- 
onists was found. They may 
have died, and the children 
may have been adopted by 
the Indians. 


Adoption may have been 


the fate of one member of 
the colony whose name is 
remembered by many who 
have not heard of Croatoan. 
Virginia Dare, the first white 
child born in America, was 
a member of the group! She 
was born nine days before 
the colony was left benind, 
and outside of those nine 
days nothing is known, of 
her life. The editor of the 
"Dictionary of American Bi- 
ography" remarks, perhaps 
with truth, that she1 is the 
shortest-lived 
person who 


ever became the subject of 
a special entry in any book 
of collected lives. 


BIG STEP IN BRITAIN 


If the Labor government 


of Great Britain survives to 
carry out its plan to nation- 
alize the steel industry next 
February 15, the nation will 
b,ecome committed to 
full 


state ownership of industry 
with a high degree of final- 
ity. Previously the coal in- 
dustry and the Bank of Eng- 
land have been the most sig- 
nificant 
industries 
taken 


over. The railroads, airlines, 
road transport, electric and 
other utilities were 
under 


close 
government 
regula- 


tions before. The Bank of 
England was already a mon- 
opoly and quite sensitive to 
government influence. 


The coal industry is basic 


ind big, and its nationaliza- 
tion brought greater 
real 


change. The steel industry 
also is basic, touches far 
more 
industries 
directly 


than does the coal industry, 
and is half as big. When its 
nationalization has been ac- 
complished, it will become 
enormously more difficult to 
resist the further spread of 
government ownership. 


It was evident in the elec- 


tion campaigns in the spring 
that few authoritive leaders 
of the 
opposition believed 


that the clock could be turn- 
ed back, if the Conservatives 
won the steps of nationaliza- 
tion already taken could be 
undone. This may be all the 
more true of the steel indus- 
try; once it is nationalized. 
Britain may have it, for bet- 
ter or worse, whatever party 
may hold power in the fu 
ture. Apparently the Conser- 
vatives have until next Feb- 
ruary, and perhaps no long- 
er, to fight for private own- 
ership of British industry. 


DIFFERENT*CAMPAIGN 


A novel political platform 


has been adopted 
by 
the 


Ohio Republicans. It makes 
no promises to pass specific 
laws, but merely states the 
party's willingness to 
sup- 


port all good causes. 
This 


avoidariee of 
controversial 


issues is thought primarily 
to stem from a desire not to 
meet the problem of fair em- 
ployment legislation. 


There might be a thought 


that a non-committal plat- 
form would doom a party to 
defeat at the outset. But it 
would have 
fitted 
rather 


well the successful national 
campaign of the Whigs 
in 


1_840. William Henry Harri- 
son was the candidate, and 
the banker Nicholas Biddle 
advised the party manag- 
ers: "L'et him say not one 
single word about his prin- 
ciples or his creed. Let him 
say nothing, promise, noth- 
ing. Let no committee ever 
extract from him a single 
word about what he thinks 
now or will do hereafter. Let 
the use of pen and ink be 
wholly forbidden." Biddle's 
advice was taken, and Har- 
rison won overwhelmingly 
in the famous "log cabin 
and hard cider" campaign. 


It will be interesting to see 


if this non-specific policy 
proves politically profitable 
in 1960. 


THE OVERPRIVILEGED 
It may be nice to make 


$10,000 a year, but it can be 
hard on the children. 
This 


is the verdict of Grant D. 
Brandon, a Lancaster, Penn- 
sylvania, recreation director. 
He told the National Recrea- 
tional Congress at Cleveland

Politics has scared a lot of peo- 
ple out of adopting children, she 
added. She cited the California laws 
as being unreasonable and unfair. 


"Most people have to go out of 


the state to adopt children," she 
said. "That means lawyers' fees 
here and in the other state, plane 
fare, nurse's salary, etc. Most peo- 
ple are discouraged by the ex- 
pense." 
Miss Crawford 
won't disclose 


where she obtained her four kid«. 


"I figure it's nobody's business," 


she said. But she admitted ah« 
did not get them in California. . 


"Under the California 
law, 
I 


couldn't adopt a child," she said, 
because single persons are not al- 
lowed to. I think that is, wrong. 
There are a lot of single men and 
women who would like to have 
children and could give them good 
homes.Too Many Restrictions 


"California has other unreason- 


able restrictions. I know of one 
studio worker who has an 'adopted 
child and wanted another for a 
companion. He was turned down 
because he was considered too old. 
And he was onlv in his low 40s. 


"Prospective parents have to wait 


a vear or two after they apply for 
a chjld. And yet 
the 
adoption 


homes are filled with children. It 
doesn't make sense."

AUSTIN, Oct. 28—(Spl)—Dr. Geo. 


W. Cox, State Health Officer, esti- 
mates that there are 600 million 
colds a vear in the U. S. A. and 
they take an economic toll of two 
million dollars.

Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond, 


commander of the 10th Army corps, 
gave a fuller explanation. 


Too Late to Change. 


He said it was too late to choose 


another landing place. 
The UN 


needed military might in northeast 
Korea for strategic reasons. And 
mountain roads to Wonsan from 
the west made land movements Im- 
possible. 
General Smith agreed, 
saying 


• "Our amphibious equipment was 


not made for long overland trips" 
and that it was wiser tactically if 
not cheaper in dollars. 
The First Marine division made 


the Sept. 15 landing 
at 
Inchon 


which led to the liberation of Seoul 
and crushing1 defeat of the North 
Korean Reds in South Korea. 


The Marines were pulled out of 


combat on Oct. 7 and loaded at 
Inchon. The amphibious fleet then 
began the 830 mile trip around the 
peninsula to Wonsan. 
It stopped at Pusan to pick up 


the Seventh Infantry division. 
That division had gone ashore at 


Inchon, then pushed south to link 
up with the U. S. First cavalry di- 
vision from the old Pusan perim- 
eter. That linkup broke the back 
of Red Resistance in South Korea. 


The Seventh continued south by 


road to Pusaan. Twice on that trip 
bypassed North Korean units at- 
tempted ambushes and the troops 
had to fight. 
For six days the flotilla of the 


United states, British, French, Ca- 
nadian, New Zealand. Australian 
and South Korean ships waited at 
sea while minesweepers 
cut 
a 
channel through the mine field. 


When Admiral Doyle save the 


go ahead 
today, some 
of 
the 


troop-crammed landing ships were 
almost out of food. 
There were 


450 acute dysentery cases aboard 
the transport MarinH Phoenix. 


Maj. 
Gen. Clark Lee 
Fuffner^ 
10th 
Corns deputy 
commandei, 


said the Marines would move up 
to Hamhune to back UP South 
Koreans fiEhtlnK north of there. 
Later they will be followed 
by 
Maj. Gen. David Barr's Seventh 
Division 
infantrymen.

•peculation the infantrymen may 
go ashore at a UN-held port fur- 
ther north. 


Plans Often Changed. 


At sea before the landlne ten- 


sion increased as the news 
of 


Wonsan's minefields Brew worse' 
day by day. 
Landing plans were 


reshuffled repeatedly. 
The assault 
force 
had 
been 


scheduled to move between the 
offshore islands of elto and Slndo 
toward Wonsan'a Inner harbor. 
Then Admiral Doyle announced 


"we have 
discovered over 1,000 
mines in that single area three, 
miles long and 15 miles wide." 
The commander decided to put 
American fighting men ashore to 
the 
sandy 
beaches by Wonsan 


airfield through a. 3,000-foot wide 
mineswept channel.

110,000 Prisoners 


An Eighth U. S. Army spokes- 


man said—before the South Korean 
headquarters told of the Onjong 
fighting—that the First Division 
was the only one meeting Red op- 
position. He said it ran Into stub- 
born opposition before taking Un- 
san, 55 miles southeast of the bor- 
der. 


On the Rok First Division's left 


(west) flank, the British common- 
wealth 27th Brigade overcame light 
resistance and entered Pakchon, 65 
miles south of the Yalu.

U. S. Fifth Infantry regiment. 


The total bag of Red prisoners 
was reported by the Eighth Army 
as more than 110,000—not Includ- 
ing those taken in the last week on 
the east coast by Tenth Corps for- 
ces.

Aluminum Order Studied 


Still another order in the works 


for issuance soon, will limit the 
number of defense orders required 
to be accepted by companies that 
make or sell aluminum.

will continue to devote part of Its 
output to civilian orders. 


Another aluminum order is un- 


der consideration, a more drastic 
one cutting down on civilian use 
of aluminum. It ran Into opposi- 
tion from representatives of the 
aluminum fabricating Industry- 
thai Is, the companies that fashion 
aluminum Into shapes and sizes 
suitable for aluminum products. 


The Industry men, meeting with 


NPA officials, proposed that any 
necessary curbs be applied volun- 
tarily by the Industry Itself.

Farm Talk— 
PMA Conservation Practices For 'SI 
To Be Set Friday At Panel Meetings

Conservation practices for Na- 


varro county in 1951 will be es- 
tablished at a meeting of PMA 
commltteemcn in the courthouse 
Friday. 


Informed sources say there will 
be no new practices. A continua- 
tion of past programs is antici- 
pated. 
Community and county commlt- 


tcemen will meet at 8:30 a. m. in 
the county courtroom, PMA Sec- 
retary Bob Cllcquo announced. It 
Is the last meeting for 1950. Elec- 
t,lon of officers, slated next month, 
also will be discussed at the ses- 
sion, CHcque said. 


Practices selected will be from 


a list of 41 recommended

Texas PMA.

their most all-around 
profitable 
year. 
Fertilizing Cotton 
Plants Believed 
Finally Solved 


TEMPLE, 
Tex., Oct. 


Soil scientists apparently have fin- 
ally solved the problem 
of> how 


to fertilize cotton pants in the 
blacklands of Texas. It required 
the latest devices of the atomic 
age to do it. 


The experiments eventually could 


revolutionize farming in the broad 
belt of Ifend running through the 
heart of Texas where admittedly 
years of farming have depleted the 
soil. 


The problem was this: When cot- 


ton reaches the critical fruiting 
stage, its roots are 18 ao 24 Inches 
deep. How can you apply fertil- 
izer so it will be down by the 
roots when It's needed? 


Two Methods Tried 


Scientists at the blackland ex- 


periment station near here tackled 
the problem this way: They obtain- 
ed radioactive phosphate and ap- 
plied it two ways. In one plot of 
ground they scattered it on top of 
the ground. In another plot, they 
placed it In bands three inches into 
the soil. 


Bv using radioactive phosphate, 


they could take soil samples at any 
depth and by use of geiger count- 
ers determine how deep the phos- 
phate had penetrated. 


Then clover was planted In the 
plots. Ralph J. Hervy, Blackland 
scientist In charge of the exper- 
iment, explained the method this 
way: 


The clover roots picked up the 


phosphate which was placed be- 
low the top of the soil. It distrib- 
uted about one-sixth of the fertil- 
izer down 18 or more inches — just 
about where cotton roots need It. 


Presumably cotton plants also 
can take the fertilizer deep Into 
the soil. 


Fertilizing the soil In the man- 


ner may have important effects 
on rebiulding the soil bv use of 
clover. The clover which was fer- 
tilized had a heavy nitrogen con- 
tent, which could be plowed under 
to produce more plant food. 


The clover plants had about 23 


per cent more root Towth than 
those fertilized by placing phos- 
phate on top of the soil and about 
50 per cent more than In plots 
where no fertilizer was used. This 
Is additional help for it breaks up 
hard lower soil layers. 


Also, the banded plots produced 


117 pounds of nitrogen per acre, 
compared to 91 pounds in the broad- 
cast! -if, 
system 
and 
47 pounds 


where no phosphate was applied. 


Forage production also was re- 
markable. The banded plots produc- 
ed nca.rlv two and a half tons per 
acre, compared to a ton and a 
half when fertilizer was broadcast 
and a ton when no fertilizer was 
used.

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
25.—UP)— 


The defense program hero at home 
—called the mobilization program 
—has been under way a little more 
than a month. 


But the odds are that by now 


you're pretty foggy on a lot of it 
And no wonder. A lot of stuff has 
been pouring out of here every 
day. 


A new step here, a new agency 


there, a new agency head. After a 
while it gets too piled up for any 
newspaper reader to keep £ho whole 
picture clear. 


So, just as a refresher, here's a 


quick run-down on the way the 
program had been put in motion 
so far. 
On Sept. 1 Congress passed the 


Defense Production Act to give 
the government power to set up 
rules for avoiding inflation while 
at the same time getting 
arms 


produced without weakening the 
civilian economy. 
On Sept. 8 President 
Truman 


signed the act Into law. 
Since 


then he has followed two major 
lines: 
1. In most cases he has depend- 


ed on the regular government de- 
partments or agencies, already ir 
existence, to handle the different 
parts of the problem. 


2. He created one important new 


agency—the Economic Stabilization 
agency (ESA)—to handle price and 
wage controls, if they become nec- 
essary. 


And over all this as a kind of 


combination soothsayer - trouble- 
shooter-and Mr. Fixit he has ap 
pointed W. Stuart Symington. 


Symington, chairman of the Na 


tional Security Resources 
board 


was asked by Truman to try and 
iron out conflicts among the vari- 
ous departments 
and 
agencies 


handling defense problems. 
Take ESA first. 
To head this 


Truman named Dr. Alan Valentine 
educator and member of the board 
of directors of several corpora- 
tions. 


ESA has two main parts: 


1. A wage stabilization board 


of nine men. It will be the job of 
thlg board to advise Valentine 
on how the government should 
hold down wages If wage and 
price controls become necessary. 
It will also have the job then of 
trying peacefully to settle labor- 
management disputes. 
Truman has appointed the chair 


man of this board—but so far none 
of the other eight members. The 
chairman is Cyrus Chlng, former 
head of the government's media- 
tion service. 


2. Price Stabilization Board. This 


board Is to serve in the price field 
the same advisory job to Valentine 
as Ching's board. So far no direc- 
tor has been named for this. 


The rest of the jobs were under- 


taken by existing agencies. 
Here's the top lineup: 
,1. Commerce deals with business- 


•fhen and manufacturers. 
Secretary 


of Commerce Sawyer created inside 
his department the NPA—Nation- 
al Production Administration. The 
head of this is William Henry 
Harrison, on leave from the presi- 
dency of the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Corporation 


It's job Is to tell Industry cer- 
tain things It must and mustn't 
do. For instance, It has 
told 


. manufacturers who get contracts 
from the military services that 
defense orders get priority over 
any peacetime, production. 
'';.2.fThe_Interlor..Depa"f,tment's reg- 
ular..-;)ob.;:aiiyway -ia.in: the.'fIclds of 
oil, gas, minerals, mining, electric 
power. .Secretary of the Interior 
Chapman.has set up two agencies 
in his department: 
•* 


(A): The Petroleum Administra- 


tion for Defense (PAD) aud 
(B) 


Tha Minerals and Energy Division 
(MED). . They're to handle defense 
problems connected with oil, gas, 
minerals, eleptric power. 


3. The Agriculture Department's 


regular field is farmers, farming, 
and food. In the defense program 
it will have control over food, farm 
equipment and fertilizer. 
Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Br^nnan 
has 


set up two agencies within his de- 
partment for this work in defense: 


(A) The Office of Requirements 


and Allocations (ORA) to channel 
foods and (B) Office of Materials 
and Facilities (OMF) to help farm- 
ers get materials and fertilizer. For 
instance, to see that farmers get 
enough farm machinery OMF will 
go to NPA (See No. 1 above) which 
has charge of steel production so 
steel will be set asidV for farm 
equipment. 


4. Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. Its regular job Is trans- 
portation, such as railroads. To 
handle the defense needs In the 
transportation field, the ICC has 
created the Defense Transporta- 
tion Administration (DTA). 
5. Manpower—or, rather, labor 


problems—are the field of the La- 
bor Department under Secretary 
Tobin. In his department he's cre- 
ated an Office of Defense Man- 
power (ODM) to help out on man- 
power problems. 


In addition, other regular gov- 


ernment agencies are in the pic- 
ture. 
For example, the Federal 


Reserve Board, which already had 
cracked down on Installment-buy- 
ing, and the housing and home fi- 
nance agency which, together with 
the Reserve Board, has cracked 
down on easy home buying, all in- 
tended to curb inflation.

fresh worry in the radio announce- 
ment from Pclping that a Com- 
munist Chinese army finally Is on 
the march to take' over Tibet— 
"roof of the world." 


The broadcast said the expe- 


dition was to free the Tibetans 
"from imperialist oppression." Pre- 
cisely what is meant by "imper- 
ialist oppression" isn't clear, since 
the Tibetans for untold centuries 
have lived in. near-isolation amons 
the world's highest peaks. 


We shall be more precise—If 


more nrosaic—if we say that Pel- 
ping apparently is in process of 
reinstating Tibet under Chinese 
rule. The country was Incorpor- 
ated in the Chinese empire dur- 
ing the Mongol conquest in the 
13th century. She declared her 
Independence after establishment 
of the Chinese republic In 1912, 
though China never has recog- 
nized that status. 
Recently the Chinese Commun- 


ists have been boasting that thov 
have liberated all China, except- 
ing Tibet and the Island of For- 
mosa, which Is seat of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek's National- 
ist government. And now Pelplng 
apparently proposes to remove Tib- 
et from that category. 


Should the Invasion cake place 


Its main significance would He in 
the fact that another country had 
become a victim of armed force; 
even as in the case of Korea. 


The repercussion 
on Asia 
In 


particular and the world in gen- 
eral would be great. 


From 
the military standpoint, 


Tibet isn't a great plum. However, 
Indian officialdom Is said to be 
uneasy over the prospect of Com- 
munism taking another country on 
India's* borders. The threat, if any, 
would be political rather than mil- 
itary. 


From the propaganda standpoint, 


possession of Tibet would be of 
value to China and Russia. It would 
demonstrate Communism's ability 
to carry through such a prograrti.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
26.—OW— 
The Agriculture Department's cot- 
ton export limitation order should 
be relaxed further, Chairman El- 
mer Thomas (D-Okla) of the Sen- 
ate Agriculture committee said to- 
day. 
He contended the department did 
nor go far enough early 'this week 
when It increased the export quo- 
ta from $2,000,000 to 2,146,000 bales 
for the eight months ending March 
31. 


May IjOs<* Markets. 
The department should set aside, 


sufficient cotton to take care of 
domestic demands, then 
probate 


the remainder for export to for- 
eign countries, he told a reporter. 


Drastic limiting of exports even- 


tually would mean loss of the na- 
tion's established 
foreign cotton 


markets, Thomas said. 
There have been some estimates 


that 11,000,000 bales will take care 
of annual domestic needs, even in 
war time, the senator said. This 
year's production is estimated at 
8,800,000 bales, with a 
carryover 


from previous years of 
6,846,000 


bales, making a total of 16,646,000. 


Below World Price. 


Thomas expressed belief that a 


2,000,000 bale carryover might be 
satisfactory. 
This would permit 


export of some 4,000,000 bales, he 
added.

Reading and Meditation Play Important Part 
In Character Cultivation—Our Age a 
Reading Age—More Discrimination Needed 
To Separate the Clean From the Unclean

Who buys all the books that are 


written today? Sometimes we won- 
der. 
Book clubs balore carry on 
a thriving business in every large 
city. 
Even to the most remote 
corners of the country expensive 
books, many of them dealing with 
matters 
which require consider- 
able educational background on 
the part of the reader go out ev- 
ery day. Our age is not only lit- 
erate: it is an age which has a 
passion for books and which reads 
all varieties.

•uns that the Bereans "were more 
noble that those of Thessalonica, 
n that they received the word 
with all readiness of mind, exam- 
ning the Scriptures daily, whether 
these things were so." 
The result 
vas that there were many con- 
•erta in the city. 
Timothy comes In for a great 
leal of attention In the lesson for 
:his week 'because two of Paul's 
mportant epistles -were written to 
his young minister. Timothy was 
he child of a mixed marriage, 
lis mother was a Jewess and his 
father a Greek. The mother, Eu- 
nice, and the grandmother, Lois, 
>oth godly women, trained the boy 
and gave him the religious back- 
ground to which the Apostle could 
appeal. In later years, Paul gave 
he book a well-rounded theological 
training, preparing him for ever 
arger work in the Christian broth- 
erhood. He became Paul's trust- 
ed commissioner to the churches 
n Macedonia. 
• 
From 
the 
Mamertlne 
Prison, 
vhere Paul was probably waiting 
;xecution, the Apostle 'wrote or 
Timothy, "I have no man like 
ninded." On Timothy's side there 
vas undlmmed devotion and hero- 
vorship; on Paul's side there was 
ntense affection, the expression of 
ove of a gerat-hearted man who 
had no family of his own. Each 
personality enriched the other. 
Need of Cirowth. 
Paul's advice to the young- min- 
ister Timothy was, among other 
things, that he be well read and 
keep himself posted by a well-reg- 
ulated schedule of study. 
"Pre- 
sent thyself approved unto God," 
he wrote; "a workman that need- 
eth not be ashamed, 
handling 
aright the word of truth." Paul 
believed in a trained and edu- 
cated ministry.
